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stand for anything less. 

Trump attorney Eric Hersch- 
mann countered that Democrats 
are only prosecuting the presi- 
dent because they can’t beat 
him in the 2020 election.

Trump trial edges toward

Thursday ahead of a crucial vote 
on calling witnesses.

KC cop 
kills 
armed 
man in

A Kansas City police offi- 
cer fired one shot during a 
standoff early Thursday, 
ultimately killing an armed 
man allegedly high on illegal 
drugs, a police department 
spokesman said during a 
news conference. 

Dozens of officers respond- 
ed to the scene after a family 
member of the man called 
police and said the man had 
been smoking PCP for sever- 
al days and had a gun, 
Kansas City Police 
Department spokesman Set. 
Jake Becchina said. 

“A situation like this, we 
never hope for this ending,” 
Becchina said. “We would 
only use deadly force in a 
situation where our lives or 
someone else’s lives are in 
imminent danger and that 
was the case last night, un- 
fortunately.” 

Police tried to disarm the 
man with less lethal beanbag 
rounds before the shooting, 
Becchina said. 

The incident began about 
11 p.m.
